F.C. They had fixed the match 
on Wycombe’s behalf via Bobby 
Tambling, a former Chelsea 
player who is now manager of 
Cork Celtic. But somewhere 
along the line, the arrangements 
went wrong and Cork did not 
appear. 

Wycombe contacted Chelsea 
manager Eddie Macready at 
Fulham where Chelsea were 
playing in the Anglo-Scottish 
Cup, but he was. unable to shed 
any light on the subject. Cork 
were meant to be touring over 
here with three matches lined

The seven-a-side game at least 
gave the spectators. many of 
whom stayed behind io watch 
the practice, a chance to see two 
more new players — Ray Eaton 
and Paul Sussons. Eaton has 
often played at Loakes Park for 
Enfield and Ilford but Sussons is 
a newcomer. Tall and slim, he 
looked a useful acquisition.
